night to Trinity A. M. E. church to 
hear Dr. J. G-. Robinson, the 
noted 


colored evangelist. Dr. Robinson used 
for his text, Matt. 19:22. He said in 
part: 


"Here was a cultured, popular, rich, 


young ruler, who came to Jesus, in- 
quiring the way of eternal life. When 
Jesus explained to him the way he, 
the young man, droped his head and 
went away. 


"Oh! the sad sight of men. and wo- 


men today who come to Jesus, and go 
away. 
There are hundreds of 'used- 
to-be' Christians in this city—men and 
women, who once could testify, would 
take the communion and pray, but are 
now frequenters of saloons and ball- 
rooms." Dr. Robinson here said: "If 
you don't believe that I admire 
a 


beautiful woman, you should see my 
wife—but, before I would marry 
a 


woman that would dance, I would 
rather marry a woman so cross-eyed, 
that when she cried, her tears would 
run down her back. 


"The filthy music and vulgar songs 
that are in your parlors are fruits of 
the dens of vice in our large cities. 


"You should get a genuine dose of 


old fashioned religion, and you will 
be safe for this world and 
for the 


world to come. 
"This young man came to Jesus—it 


takes courage to come to Jesus. Let 
me tell you,.every upward look, eveiy 
Godly desire, every moving in 
your 
heart for a better life, is the prompt- 
ings of ithe Holy Ghost. You should 
nurse them. 
"When this young man 


came to Jesus, there were in his breast 
thoughts that he could not under- 
stand. He went to the Master 
for 


help, but lie made the sad mistake of 
his life by going away. Where do men 
go, when they go way from God? They 
go to their riches, amusement, pleas- 
ure, lust. When the evening clouds

•when the Chancellor defended his 
peaceful settlement with France of 
the difficulties growing out of the 
Moroccan question The appointment 
of the hot-headed youth as colonel of 
the ciack grenadiers is considered a 
mark oi his father's forgiveness The 
Crown Piince has for some time com- 
manded the Danzig Hussars, and his 
new post will add 
to his mihtaiy 


prestige. 


The selection of the birthday of the 


tirst emperor for the ceremony is 
considered significant by many stu- 
dents of German politics. When the 
tirst William ascended the throne of 
Prussia he succeeded right speedily 
in embroiling himself 
and 
govern- 


ment with the Liberal parliament of 
that time, and when Bismarck be- 
came premier, half a century ago this 
year, he found affairs so critical that 
revolution and civil strife seemed un- 
avoidable. It was then that Bismarck 
first shoved his ciafty statesmanship 
by declaring war on Denmark. 
In 


1866, when the internal affairs of 
Prussia again became 
threatening, 


war was declared 
against Austria, 


and that country was forced to a hu- 
miliating peace. France next echoed 
to the roar of German guns, and the 
empire ot United Germany was built 
on the ruins ol the second Napoleonic 
empire

rable victoiy tor German arms, the 
German states offered the imperial 
crown to William I., and vanquished 
France gave Alsace a billion dollais 
as a peace offering to the Hohenzol- 
lern war lord

was carved out with a sword, and, 
with the vote aud influence of the 
Social Democrats constantly mci eas- 
ing, perhaps it can be saved only by 
the sword.
